sent her, u ratlier long letter from Fred Newcomb of about 1974. As I understood 
hora and remember Fred's earlier misuse and misrepresentation when lie was cozy with 
Dave Lifton and doing hi3 dirtyuork, it alleges tlmt I was trying to frame iierry 
X’homley «md Was representing myself as on Garrison's staff. I recall the mutter 
fairly well and I recall also the nasty stuff tliat infamous combination hoked up, 
just plain evil. X sug^st that your use of it is irresponsible, immature mid its 
own kind of evil. Did it never occur to you to aolc any questions? Did it ever occur 
to you to ask yourself if on the face it appears to bo reasonable? Did you ask your- 
self does this make sense? Do you for a minute think that if I had been up to any- 
thing at ull questionable I'd have left ouch a record, gone to '“red by mail? And 
why would I ask anything of Fred when X was at Garrison’s office and, for example, 
have had his photographers do sorae of wliatl asked of Fred? 

Wlien I was working in Now Orleans ray interest was not Olay Shaw, it was Oswald. 

I never investigated Sliaw and I 5 lave virtually no interest in him. In the course of 
some checking on Oswald I used about 100 pictures of various people, from all around 
the countiy. At about the time X wrote Fred l'd just interviewed two people whose 
names I do not give you based on this demonstration of the misuoa of which you are 
callable. They were witnesses to something Oswald was said to have been involved in. 
But tliey identified not Oswald pictures but several different pictures of Thornloy. 
The simple thing I was tryiig to do wqs to see if alteration of pictures to conform 
with what these people said confirmed or disputed tliom. Ac 1 now recall it, one of 
the Thomley pictures showed him with a beard and ho parted his hair on the otlier 
side from Oswald, /if ter all these years I can't be absolutely sure of such details. 

I did not have a typewriter with me, my handwriting is Illegible, sift X asked 
Loui3 Ivon if one of the girls in the typing pool could type tills brief letter for me. 
1 dictated it mid to the best of myrocol lection, she mailed it for me. I do not 
recall seeing it before it was mailed but my recollection could be flawed. I had no 
idea that she would use a letterhead instead of a piece of white paper but she did. 
That, hov<;ber, does not even suggest that I was representing myself as boi g on 
Garrison's staff and what would have been the point of so doing to Newcomb who knew 
better in any event? 

I do^now what olse, if anything, Fred said. If I'd thought of it I'd have 
asked iL ita to send mo a copy, not because I care but for archival purposes - to 
have another illustration of the absolute nuttiness, diahonosty and irresponsibility 
that has been so hurtful in this work to those who try to be responsible. 

Now what besides some now evil could you have expected to cone of what you did? 

As you know, I've been ill for some time, I'm loss well know , and I'll not waste 
any more time in any correspondence about tills. I win. to merely to toll you that you 
should bo ashamed.
